Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argue that the osmotic dosage structure of Chen differs 
from the dosage structure of the instant claims in the sense that in Chen the first layer is semipermeable and the 
second layer is watersoluble, while in the instant case, the first layer is not semipermeable and the second layer is 
water insoluble, and also that the first layer of Chen does not have osmo-responsive components. Examiner raised 
concern on dependent claim 54 as it directs that the first layer be permeable in response to osmotic presssure. 
Examiner will consider applicants arguments regarding Chen in response to the outstanding office action. Regarding 
Bartoo, applicants state that the instant dosage form does not respond to pH changes as does Bartoo's, but rather 
responds to changes in osmotic pressure; that the activity of the instant dosage form is not a chemical process as 
Bartoo's but rather a physical thermodynamic process; that instant dosage form does not interact with the external 
environment as does Bartoo's; and that Bartoo is looking for mechanical failure while th instant dosage form is looking 
form increasing the permeability of the osmo-responsive composition as a fucntion time and decrease of osmotic 
pressure. Examiner will consider applicants arguments regarding Chen and Bartoo in response to the outstanding 
office action. 
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
